New York, February 12.—Filled 
with scorn and indignation at the cor- 
ruption revealed in the Teapot Dome. 
scandal, President Coolidge has taken 
a Lincoln day pledge to effect imme- 
diate, ‘adequate and _ unshrinking 
prosecution, both criminal and civil, 
of the persens involved. There will 
be no polities and no one will be 
spared, 

‘Thus, speaking before the National 
Republican club here, did the presi- 
dent answer the cry of anger which 
has gone up at this gigantic scandal, 
He voiced bis humiliation at the spec- 
tacie which has just been unfolded to 
the astonished gaze of the country, 
but he asked that the public not lose 
faith, reminding them that the gov- 
ernment which survived through the 
trials of Lincoln's day will maintain 
itself now. 

Leaves No Doubt. 

When the president finished he had 
not left a shred of doubt but that 
he is deeply stirred and feels it a mat- 
ter of personal and official honor on 
his part to see that speedy and un- 
faliering prosecution is obtained. 

“The power of justice cannot long 
be delayed,” he said. 

“At the revelation of greed making 
its subtle approaches to public offi- 
cers, of the prostitution of high place 
to private profit, we are filled with 
scorn and indignation. We have @& 
deep sense of ‘humiliation at such 
gruss betrayal of trust and we lament 
the undermining of public confidence 
in official integrity. But we cannot 
rest with righteous wrath; still less 
can we permit ourselves to give way 
to cynicism, The heart ef the Amer- 
ican people is sound. Their officers 
with rare exception are faithful and 
high-minded, For us, we propose to 
follow the clezr, open path of justice. 
There will be immediate, adequate and 
unshrinking prosecution, criminal and 
civil, to punish the guilty and to pro- 
tect ever, national interest. 

“In this effort there will be no pol- 
ities, no partisanship, It will be 
speedy, it will be just. I am a repub- 
lican but I cannot, on that account, 


shield anyone because he is a repub- 
lican. I am a republican, but I can- 
not on that account prosecute anyone 


| because he is a democrat.”

Admital Wright, commander of the 
veterans of the Confederate navy, 
showed me his last scrapbook yes- 
terday.

high or low and there.is no justifica- 
tion in the diagnosis of gastroptosis 
(sagging stomach) or coloptosis (sag- 
‘ng colon) or visceroptosis (general 
sugging)..

justification for an operation which

lagainst the church.” <A resolution 
1 adopted by the jubilee council of the 
Episcopal Diocese of Arkansas de- 
manded that Bishop Brown “be de- 
| posed and excommunicated.” Bishop 
Brown, however, never was placed on 
trial and refused to resign, stating 
'at the time: 

Have Become a Habit. 

“Church ceremonials and 
ments have become a habit with me, 
a bad habit, 1 admit, but one that I 
cannot easily eliminate. Besides 1 
don’t see why I] should get out of the 
church. 1 can aceept all their formula- 
tions, if they will allow me to give 
them a naturalistic and humanistic 
interpretation. 

“If Ll am put out of the church for 
my theologic heresy in repudiating 
literzlism, then the mystics of the 
Angitican Church must be put ont, for 
they also deny literalism. On the 
other hand, if I am put out for mr 
economic views, and my theologic 
heresies are but used as a false pre- 
tense to conceal] the real motive, then 
! shall be put out and the mystic 
heretic will be allowed to remain and 
vill help to expel me. 

“On the other hand, 
mystical interpretation of the articles 
of faith. Bible. ete., are orthodox then 
I should be put out because IT am not 
a mystic. Furthermore, then, the 
literalists should also he eut out, un 
less, indeed, my economic views are 
again the real heresy and the church 
desires to conceal its capitalist creed. 

“Of course I no longer helieve in a 
God who sits upon a literal throne 
in a firmament above the earth. Now 
I express my gratitude only to nature 
‘and to the workingman who in con- 
junction produce all I consume and ky 
whose grace I live, move and have 
my being. That is why I am com- 
munist. If the Anglican creed is not 
elastic enough to permit one to rend 
into it all that one believes to be the 
result of modern intellectual progress 
then perhaps I ought to be put out.
